PUBLIC HEARINGS 
TO GIVE LOCATION 
OF RESERVE BANKS 


Extent of Chicago District Wilt 
Be Settled at Meeting 
Late Next Month. 


MADOO AND HOUSTON ACT 


Many Other Large Cities in Country 
Will Be Visited by Two 
Secretaries. 


ADVICE OF BUSINESS MEN ASKED 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 
‘Washington, Db. C., Dec. 26.—[{Special.]— 


.The extent of the federal reserve banking 


district, which will have its headquarters 
in Chicago, will be determined by Secretary 
of the Treasury McAdoo and Secretary: of 
Agriculture Houston after a hearing they 
will hold in that city Jan. 19, 20, and 21. 

This is one of a series of hearings which 
will take the secretaries throughout the 
country in an investigation of the sectional 
Samnciel needs upon which the formation of 
the various reserve districts will be based. 

At the Chicago, as well as the other hear- 
ings, the two secretaries; constituting the 
majority of the organization committee of the 
reserve board, will listen to arguments pre- 
sented by bankers, manufacturers, mer- 
chants, agricultural bodies, and all other in- 
terests concerned in the laying out of the 
districts, 


Cities Which Get Hearings. 
Public hearings will be held in fourteen 
large cities of the country: 


New York, San Francisco, 
Boston, Los Angeles, 
Chicago, Houston, Tex., 
St. Louis, New Orleans, 
Denver, Atlanta, 
Seattle, Cincinnati, 
Portiand, Ore., Cleveland. 
Although these cities are the only ones t 
be visited, it Was announced that the ad 
vantages of many others would: Cons 


ered, and that bankers and others intereste : 


in cities not named in its list would be heard. 


Announcement from Committee. 
The committee's announcement follows: 
‘A meeting of the majority of the mem- 

bers of the federal reserve organization com- 
mittee, consisting of the secretary of the 
treasury and the secretary of agriculture, 
was held today. 

“The committee decided to forward im- 
mediately to every national and state bank 
and trust company a copy of the federal re- 
serve act, together with the form of appli- 
cation for membership in the federal reserve 
system. 

“Under the provisions of the federal re- 
serve act all national banks are required 
to signify their acceptance of its terms and 
provisions on or before Feb, 22, 1914, and 
all eligible state banks and trust companies 
are permitted to signify their acceptance 
within the same time. 


Advice from Business Leaders. 

“It was determined that the organization 
committee will have hearings in various im- 
portant cities in the country for the purpose 
of securing the views of bankers and busi- 
ness men as to the division of the country 
into federal reserve districts and the location 
in each district of the head office of the 
federal reserve banks which are to be estab- 
lished under the federal reserve act. 

“It will not be possible for the committee 
to hold sessions in any other cities, but 
ample opportunity will be given for repre- 
sentatives of various sections of the country 
contiguous to these cities to appear before the 
committee and present their views. \ 

‘The committee will sit at’the custom 
house in New York City on Jan. 2 and 3; in 
Boston on Jan. 5 and 6. and return to New 
York for additional sessions on Jan. 8 and 9. 
The committee will sit in Washington from 
Jan. 12 to 17, in Chicago on Jan. 19, 20, and 21. 
St. Louis, Jan.,22, 23, and 24; Denver, Jan. 26. 
Hearings for the other cities will be held be- 
tween Jan. 28 and March 1. Whenever pos- 
sible the hearings will be held in government 
buildings. 


Information Which Is Sought. 

‘*‘The committee desires to be informed 
particularly upon the following points, which 
are considered primary factors in determin- 
ing the boundaries of the proposed districts 
and the location of the federal reserve banks: 

‘‘ Firsat—Geographical convenience, which 
involves transportation fecilitics and rapid 
and easy communication with all parts of 
the district. 

‘* Second—Industrial and commercial de- 
velopment ahd needs of each section, which 
involves consideration of the general move- 
ment of commodities and of business trans- 
actions within the districts and the transfer 
of funds and exchanges of credits arising 
therefrom. 

‘‘ Third—The established custom and trend 
of business as deveioped by the present 
system of bank reserves and checking ac- 
counts. In laying out the districts and 
establishing the headquarters for reserve 
banks, every effort will be made to promote 
business convenience and normal movements 
of trade and commerce. 


Politics to Play No Part. 

“ Political considerations will not be per- 
mitted to influence the committee in deter- 
mining these important questions. While the 
committee -appreciates the local pride and 
sentiment which are prompting many cities 
to urge their claims, the committee never- 
theless must appeal to the patriotism of the 
country to assist it in arriving at sound con- 
clusions through consideration of funda- 
mental and vital factors. | 

“ Purely local sentiment and pride must 
yield to the common good in order that the 
system itself may accomplish the purposes 
for which it was designed, namely, to secure 
to the business of the country the elastic 
system of credits and the stability of con- 
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MOYER DEPORTED 
FROM CALUMET 


Leader of Union Sent Out 
When He Refuses to Re- 
tract Charges Made. 


OF CITIZENS.

Calumet, Mich., Dec. 26.—Charles HH. | 
Moyer, president of the Western Federation 
of Miners, was put on a train and sent out 
of the copper district tonight. 

The deportation was the result of refusal 
of families striken by the Christmas eve 
disaster here to accept relief from a commit- 
tee, the majority of whose members belonged 
to the Citizens’ Alliance, an organization 
combating the five monihs’ strike of the 
federation. 


“Kidnaping” Angers Union, 

At the federation headquarters Moyer’s 
departure was called a “‘ kidnaping by the 
Citizens’ alliance.’’ It was said that threats 
of such a possibility had been received two 
weeks ago. 

“ The high handed action of the Citizens’ 
Alilance will have no effect upon the strike 
situation except to strengthen the men in 
their determination to win,” one of the local 
union Officials said tonight. ‘‘ We have 
an ample organization and plenty of funds 
and plans to meet this contingency were 
made weeks ago. 

‘Tf the so-called ‘ outside agitators’ are 
not to be permitted the right of free speech 
and legal action in Michigan, then we will 
call upon citizens of this state for such aid 
in leadership as may be necessary. The Mich- 
igan federation of labor has plenty of such 
men and their presence has been promised.” 


Refuses to Retract Charge. 

The deportation of Moyer followed a stormy 
meeting with a committee representing the 
Citizens’ Alliance. It was held in a hotel at 
Hancock. 

The committee told Moyer that the labor 
federation had forbidden its members to ac- 
cept any portion of the $25,000 raised by the 
citizens for the relief of the victims of the 
Christmas panic and demanded an explana- 
tion. They declared his attitude was against 
the dictates of humanity. 

They also demanded that he retract state- 
ments credited #@ him saying that the cry 
of “ fire’’. which started the panic causing 
the deaths of seventy-two persons was raised 
by a member of the alliance. 

Moyer, it was said, sed to make a re- 
traction satisfactory to the committee. 


Put on Chicago Train. 

A short time later Moyer and John Tanner, 
an organizer of the union, were observed on 
a streeticar going from Hancock to Hough- 
ton. 

Just acroes the bridge connecting the two 
towns is the depot of the Copper Range 
railroad. There it wae noticed that Moyer 
and Tanner boarded a train bound for Chi- 
cago. 

They were accompanied by three men, 
who seemed to be guarding them, although 
there was no demonstration of force or coer- 
cion. 

That Moyers departure was unexpected 
was evidenced by the fact that he had en- 
gagements for tomorrow with several per- 
sons. 


Action Surprise to Sheriff. 

It was stated on good authority that Moyer 
went to Hancock tonight on a telephonic re- 
quest for a conference with Sheriff James 
Cruse of Houghton county. The latter said 
that this conversation was devoted to a dis- 
cussion of means for protecting the union 
headquarters here and the officers of the 
federation. ; 

The sheriff said that this conversation was 
held early in the evening and that 4t no time 
did Moyer express any fear of deportation 
nor say that he personally had been the 
recipient of threats. 

Sheriff Cruse added that he left Moyer at 
the hotel and that the latter’s deportation 
was a surprise to him. _ 

“ft don’t know a thing about it,’”’ he said. 
"i haven't really begun an investigation yet, 


| that might have reénacted the scene 


but I am going to sift this case to the bot- 
tom.”’ 

Citizens’ alliance circles professed ignor- 
ance of the incident and refused to discuss it, 


Unable to Give Relief. 

The committee which gathered the relief 
fund today discovered it could not get rid of 
a cent of the $25,000 on hand. Every  be- 
reaved household that was approached told 
the men and women in charge of the dis- 
tribution that they had been promised ade- 
quate ald by the Western Federation of Min- 
ers and nowhere assistance was wanted. 

Early tomorrow mornthg the relf€f com- 
mittee will take provisions in wagon loads 
to+hehomes of the destitute among the sur- 
vivors of thé horror, and it is believed with 
the restraint of Moyer gone, the sufferers 
will accept the friendship and aid offered 
| them. 

The rellef committee at a meeting tonight 
decided to refuse offers of all outside aid. 
Telegrams proffering agsistance came from 
Bishop John P. Carroll of Butte, Mont, 
Mayor Oscar B, Marx of Detroit, and others, 
but they were told that no material aid was 
needed from other than local sources. 


Seek to Allay Report. 

Members of the committee blamed the re- 
fusal of the sufferers to accept aid upon the 
rumor that the man who started the panic 
wore the emblem of the Citizens’ alliance. 

To combat this sentiment members of the 
committee obtained from Anthony Lucas, 
prosecuting attorney of Houghton county, 
a statement that he was satisfied that the 
man wore no insignia of any kind. 

Efforts to run down the identity of the man 
who caused the panic met with some success 
today. Several persons gave lengthy affi- 
davits to Prosecutor Lucas’ investigators 
and from a description furnished by one 14 
year old boy it was hoped that an arrest may 
be made soon. 


U. &S. Official Sent to Calumet. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 26.—Secretary of 
Labor Wilson today ordered John B. Dens- 
more, solicitor of the department, to Calu- 
met, Mich., to render any assistance possible 
in settling the copper strike situation. The 
Christmas eve tragedy, the secretary 
thought, was a matter for state investiga- 
tion. 


PLANS FOR LOCAL ATID, 

Miss Amy Walker of the Women's Trade 
Union league announced last night that all 
comtributions sent in to the league thead- 
quarters at 166 West Washingiton street 
would be forwarded to families of the victims 
of the Calumet Christmas eve tragedy. Yes- 
terday several members of the Waitresses’ 
union turned in tips they received during the 
day. A check for $25 was received from an 
anonymous contributor. 


FALSE CRY OF FIRE CAUSES 
PANIC IN CHICAGO THEATER. 


One of Quartet Ejected from the Vir- 
ginia Shouts Fake Alarm—Women 
and Children Are Imperiled. 


Four young men who were being ejected 
from the Virginia theater at Halsted and 
Madison streets last night retaliated with a 
fake cry of “ fire’ and precipitated a panic 
in 
which eighty women and children were 
killed in Calumet, Mich., om Christmas eve. 

The disturbers were being taken out by 
ushers for throwing peanuts from the bal- 
cony. As they were being forcibly escorted 
down the stairs, ome of them shouted the 
alarm. The crowd, in which there were 
many women and children, arose as one per- 
son. There was a rush for the exits. Sey- 
eral hundred reached the street by way of 
the fire escapes. 

Actors, musicians, stage employés, and 
ushers reassured the spectators. Quiet was 
restored by Police Sergeant George Tishart 
an@ Patrolman Clark of the Desplaines 
street station, who disentangled the men and 
women struggling through the doorg. No 
one was injured, although it was reported 
that a number had been trampled upon.

STOPS BEATING 


The Rev. E. L. Williams Takes 
Shot at Husband Thrash- 
ing Wife on Street. 


FIRES FROM HIS WINDOW. 


The Rev. Elmer L. Williams, pastor of 
Grace Methodist Episcopal church, Locust 
and North La Salle streets, took a pot shot 
at a wife beater last night, but the bullet 
missed. 

The minister was awakened by a scream 
outside his house, 105 Locust street. He 
opened the window and saw a man beating

The “fighting parson of the north side”’ 
yelled: “‘Let that woman alone, you big 
brute, or I'll call the police.”’ 

‘‘Aw go to biazes,’’ retorted the slugger 
between’ blows. 


First Calls the Police. 

The Rev. Mr. Williams called the Chicago 
avenue station on the emergency wire and 
then took a revolver from under his pillow. 
He ftred one shot. The wife beater was a 
block away before he could pull. the trigger 
for a good measure shot, and then Detective 
Sergeants Burns and McLaughlin arrived. 

They found the woman in rags and tears, 
bruises on her head, and her eyes blacked. 
The minister wags consoling her. Sherefused 
to give her name. She had taken her husband 
from @ saloon and was bringing him home, 
she said, and he became annoyed, 


Couldn’t Bear the Screams. 

“ There was nothing else to be done under 
the circumstances,”’ Dr. Williams explained 
to the detectives; ‘‘ The man was much 
bigger than I, and it would have taken some 
time to put on my clothes. I couldn’t bear to 
hear the woman screaming. It would do no 
good to talk, and I didn’t know how soon you 
would get here. But you must admit it was 
a most effective way of getting rid of the 
man.”’ 

The Rev. Mr. Williams has a reputation as 
an investigator and raider of disorderly 
houses and buffet flats on the north side. 
Several times he has brought burly prisoners 
into the Chicago avenue station with his 
own hands, 

‘‘I think the doctor would have made a 
pretty good flatty if he hadn’t gone in for the 
church,”’ said McLaughlin as the two de- 
tectives shook hands with the valiant pastor. 
The woman thanked him and went home 
alone. oo 


ALD. NANCE PREDICTS END 
OF ALL POLITICAL PARTIES. 


Women of Sixth Ward Listen to Address 
and Agree to Appoint “Block Guar- 
dians’’ to Get Out Vote. . 


Ald. W. O. Nance predicted the coming 
abolition of all political parties in a speech 
last night before the Women’s Civic league 
of the Forty-third precinct of the Sixth ward, 
The meeting was at the home of Mrs. Lena 
Albert, 5634 Ingleside avenue. 

The women agreed to appoint “ block guar- 
dians,”’ to visit the women voters in particu- 
lar streets and impress upon them the im- 

‘portance of voting. It was agreed that the 
guardians should be nonpartisan. 

Because she admitted Democratic tenden- 
cies rather than nonpartisan ones Mrs, Lau- 
lette Boissat, 5652 Maryland avenue, was 
not accepted as a “ block guardian.”

REFRESHED; READY FOR WORK AGAIN 


Mrs. Hila Flagg Young wilt resume her 
desk as superintendent of the Chicago public 
schools teday. 

Mrs. Young arrived in Chicago last night 
from Tryon, N. C., where she has been re- 
cuperating during the last fortnight from 
the strenuous scenes of the board of educa- 
tion. With her private secretary, Mise Bray- 
ton, she reached the city unannounced. 

But Mrs. Young's first action upon reach- 
ing her apartments in the Hotel La Salle was 
to telephone President Reinberg of the board 
of education, announce her return, end ac- 
ceptance of re#lection to the superintendency. 
She added that she would be at her duties to- 
day. 


Says She Accepts Re-election. 

“TI had stated to Mr. Reinberg that I 
would accept the superintendency of the Chi- 
cago schools if I should be re#lected provided 
re#lection to my mind should be compatible 
with harmony in the administration of the 
superintendency,” said Mrs. Young. “ There- 
fore, when Mr. Reinberg notified me in a tele- 
gram of my election, I decided to return and 
take up the duties of the office, 

a ae see no reason why I should delay in 
P resutiing” the -superiitentiency. To wait 
would be for me to suggest a doubt as to the 
legality of the action of the board of educa- 
tion in electing me. I have no such doubt. 

“It has been suggested that my return 
to the superintendency might be accom- 
plished through a compromise. I belleve it 
was suggested in some of the newaepapers 
that I might resume the office and that there 
would be no contest as to the election if I 
should consent to retire at the end of the 
school year next July. 


Frowns on Compromise. 

“TIT am not taking up the work with any 
conditions attached. As for the sugges 
tions of a compromise with an element 
headed by certain former members of the 
board of education, I think my friends know 
I could not and would not resume the office 
if such action held anything akin to bar- 
gaining for a future retention of the superin- 
tendency. 

‘Concerning reports to the effect that I 
had said I would not resume the superin- 
tendency unless elected by unanimous vote 
of the board, I wish to set the matter aright. 
I did not state I would require unanimous 
election. I believe I said at the time of the 
earlier election meeting that I could not see 
the board of education haggle over the neces- 
sary one final vote to secure my election. 

‘I simply stated the election of a euperin- 
tendent should be such as to manifest the 
confidence of the board of education to a 
greater extent than election by a bare ma- 
jority and a contest to secure even that bare 
majority. Tpat was my position. 

“TI do not want to resurrect old troubles 
and things thet are past. I shall be glad 
to resume my duties. As I told Mr. Rein- 
berg, I am glad to be back and ready to go to 
work.” 


Enjoyed Her Vocation. ; 

Mrs. Young and her secretary reached Chi- 
cago shortly after 9 o’clock last night. The 
trip from the North Carolina mountain re- 
sort was made over the Southern railway 
and the Big Four.

ON M’CORMICK FEE 


Strawn Says Bar Association 
Cannot Arbitrate Lawyer's 
Charge to Client. 


‘INSIDE’ FACTS REVEALED 
Friend of County President De- 


tails Negotiations for De- 
fense of Official. 


The Chicago Bar association today will 
deciine to investigate the $10,000 fee charged 
by Attorney Mcrritt Starr of Miller, Starr, 
Packard & Peckham for legal services in 
defending President A. A. McCormick of 
the county board from the attempts to unseat 
him. 

President Silas H. Strawn of the Bar asso- 
ciation last night said he had reccived the 
communication from the Progressive mem- 
bers and Col. Daniel Moriarty of the board, 
protesting against the amount of the fee, and 
would probably answer it today. 

“ But the Bar association never interferes 
in such matters as this,"" Mr. Strawn said, 
“and we will be obliged to say that to these 
gentlemen. It is not our fusction to settle 
controversies between lawyers and clients 
over fees unless reprehensible conduct is 
charged, which was not done in this case.” 


Inside Facts Related. 

Inside facts about the McCormick fee, 
showing the alleged fluctuation of the 
amount, came to light during the day through 
the statement of a close friend of the county 
board head. When a report of this was sub- 
mitted te Mr. McCormick he declined to make 
any statement in regard to the controversy.

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PALMER ASKS MORE CITY ARCS 


Calls on Budget Makers for Priv- 


ilege of 40 Per Cent Increase. 
ENIGMA TO COUNCILMEN. 


Hear Promise of Higher Sanitary Dis- 
trict Capacity. 


City Electrician Palmer talked all after- 
noon and most of the evening yesterday for 
the privilege of increasing the street lighting 
system about 40 per cent. He made his ap- 
peal to the council finance committee, which 
is considering the annual budget. 

Mr. Palmer succeeded in talking the alder- 
men into a tentative approval of increases 
for his department totaling $401,000 more ; 
than the amount indorsed by the controller. 
This figure was $539,000 above the total of 
his appropriation of this year, and there still 
fs the question of the $400,000 for strest 
ing extension to be considered. 

When the electrician had concluded ‘his 
arguments the budget was $1,169,000 above 
the total estimated revenue for 1914. The 
task of making the estimates of expenditure 
and income balance wil! come in the second 
review of the ordinance by the communittee. 


Has Committee Bewildered. | 
Without specifically committing himself to 
the plan for more lights, Mayor Harrison 
said he is “ with the city electrician.”’ Inci- 
dentally Mr. Palmer has the committee be- 
wildered. They know nothing, and the bu- 
reau of public efficiency knows little, about 
electricity: 
“You say if we do not allow you those 


the lights will be reduced, If we don't allow 
you these employés you will be forced to shut 
off some of the street lighting. If we do not 
allow other employés you cannot be respon- 
sible for the construction work of the sani- 
tary district in installing more lights,” said 
Chairman Richert in despair. ‘‘ Whatin the 
world are we to do?”’ 


Traeger Sidesteps Job. 


men. Controller Traeger, who is supposed 
to revise the departmental estimates, side- 
stepped the job of giving the electnician’'s es- 
timates intelligent consideration. 

Mr. Palmer wants to install additional 
equipment and a substation ata cost of about 
$400,000 in order to obtain 1,500 lights from 
the Commonwealth Edison company. Inad- 
dition he wants the 1,000 lights promised by 
the sanitary district. Then he suggested the 
district spend $100,000 to $125,000 for a steam 
plant to také care of their peak load. 

“If this is done the district could supply 
the city with current for 4,000 more lights,” 
Mr. Palmer explained. This is exactly the 
suggestion made by Trustees Clark and Paul- 
lin of the district a month ago when they 
were before the committee on electric rates, 
except they estimated the steam plant will 
mot cost more than $60,000. 


HE CONFESSES THEFT OF 
75 ELECTRIC MOTORS. 


Prisoner Says He Disposed of Appar- 
atus to Owner of Electrical Shop, Who 
Is Arraigned, *

John Tabaczinski yesterday confessed to 
stealing more than seventy-five electric 
motors from flat builings in Chicago. 

Tabaczinski was arrested on Wednesday 
while leaving a building at 1140 East Fifty- 
first street. A bundle under his arm at- 
tracted the attention of Detective Sergt. Ed- 
ward Burns, who investigated and found 
it to be an electric motor. 

In his confession the prisoner implicated 
Morris Mankowitz of 1542 West Taylor 
street, keeper of an electric shop, as the man 
to whom he sold the stolen motors, worth 
$100 each. 

Nine motors stolen from flat buildings in 
Hyde Park were recovered at the Man- 
kowitz shop. Muankowitz was arraigned in 
the Hyde Park court on four charges of re- 
ceiving stolen property. He obtained a con- 
tinuance until Dec. 30. 

The motors were used for running electric 
washing machines, vacuum cleaners, and for 
pumping water.

number of unemployed men. The new office 
is located in the municipal annex, 629 West 
Washington boulevard, telephoné 55 Hay- 
market. 

Thousands of men are out of work in Chi- 
cago whose only difficulty is lack of the 
chance of employment. They have not had 
anything te do, many of them, for several 
weeks, and their small savings are used up. 
The new employment office will try to place 
some of these men both in industries and odd 
jobs about the city. 

In cases where housewives want s0me6 one 
to do any sort of an odd job they can obtain 
@ man by calling the municipal habor agent 
and stating what is wanted. 


United Charities Man in Charge. 

George W. Overton, formerly of the United 
Charities, has been placed in charge of the 
new office. Dr. R. A. White of the munici- 
pal employment commission says: 

“ There are thousands of jobs to be done 
about the city which would supply work fora 
great many of these unemployed men. There 
are many homes that need cleaning. There 
are yards to be fixed, cellars to be cleared 
out, furnaces to be taken care of, wood to be 
split, and a hundred otherthings. These odd 
jobs added to the regular vacancies which 
occur from time to time in industries we feel 
ought to provide employment for at least 
some. 

‘* Many of these men are hard working, in- 
teMligent people, whose only trouble {s lack of 
opportunity to work. They represent all na- 
tionalities, ages, and kinds of labor. If the 
citizens of Chicago will call upon the employ- 
ment office when they need odd jobs done men 
can be supplied.” , 


Unseasonable Weather Blamed. 

One reason given by the commission for the 
scarcity of jobs is the unseasonable weather. 
The railroads are not using extra help for re- 
moval of snow, the ice companies cannot cut 
yet, and the coal companies are not doing 
enough business to keep their present forces 
busy. 

There ts no charge for the service of the 
municipal employment office either to the 
men or tothe employers. AI? those securing 
men through Mr. Overton's office will be re- 
quested to pay the men daily fortwo or three 
days so that they may take oare of them- 
selves and become independent of further 
city help. ;

Bank of London and Mexico was inno way 
diminished today, double lines of depositors 
extending out into the streets for half a 
block. Payment on checks was restricted, as 
on previous days, to $100 except for payrolls 
and other urgent requirements.

EVERGREEN TREE IGNITES

Mirth turned into sadness and smacked of 
the tragic fast night, at a second day cele- 
bration of Christmas at the residence of 
Mrs. Thomas Ludden of 4626 Grace street.

GARBAGE CASE ARGUMENTS ON 


City’s Suit to Condemn Reduc- 
tion Plant Begins. 


SAYS CHICAGO LACKS POWER 


Refuse Concern Declares Municipality 
Must Obtain Charter Rights. 


The city’s suit to condemn the plant of the 
Chicago Reduction company for use as a 
municipal garbage plant opened yesterday 
before County Judge Owens on a motion of 
the company to dismiss the proceedings as 
being outside the scope of the city’s charter 
powers. Several days, and possibly a week/ 
will be occupied in arguments. ‘ 

The Cincinnati garbage concern won a point 
when the court ruled against the motion of 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Leon Horn- 
stein to exclude from the evidence all docu- 
mentary evidence offered by Attorney Al- 
fred S. Austrian, except the bill in the suit 
and two city ordinances. The thirty-five 
documents which, therefore, will figure in the 
case cover the entire history of the Chicago 
garbage question. 

George W. Miller, who with Mr. Austrian | 
and former Judge Edwin K. Waiker repre- 
gents the reduction company, made the open- 
ing argument and predicted the city’s defense 
would be “the doctrine of necessity,” that 
the mayor and council must be given the 
power of condemnation, irrespective of 
siatutes.

LAUGHS AT DEATH 
FOR ‘MOVIE’ FILM 


Man. Tells of Record Descent 
Into Crater of Vesuvius 
When He Knew Risk. 


GOES .1,212 FEET IN FUMES 


Talk of Danger Fails to Stop Four 
Who Do What Was Called 
Impossible. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
NAPLES, Dec. 26.—Frederick Burlingham, 
the American who made a descent into the 
crater of Vesuvius on Tuesday, tells a sensa- 
tional story of his feat. Mr, Burlinghem 
said that he reached the extreme bottom of 


. the orateér, 1,212 feet, while the voleano was 


active at that depth. Prof. Mercalli, direc- 
tor of the Vesuvius observatory, had be- 
lieved this impossible He is amazed at the 
proofs of his asvertion submitted by the 
| American. 

Prof. Malladra, who made a descent into 
the crater to a depth of 1,200 feet, anid that 
Mr. Burlingham’s trip wae the most danger- 
ous ever attempted. He surmises from Mr. 
Burlingham's story that another part of the 
floor of the crater has collapsed, owing to 
the increasing activity of the volcano, 


Four Make Descent. 

Mr. Burlingham said that three Italians, 
Sonnino, Formossino, and Gaudino, aided 
him. They slept three nights on the top of 
the mountain weiting for a propitious mo- 
ment for the descent. This came on Deco. 21. 
Ropes were launched over the pricipices and 
the descent began. On account of the un- 
steady wind making the descent extremely 
dificult, Gaudino remained on the edge of the 
second precipice to watch the ropes as the 
others descended, 

‘“‘As my companions kept talking of dan- 
ger,” Mr. Burlingham says, “I volunteered 
to carry the cinematograph machine, weigh- 
ing nearly thirty pounds. I also hadtocarry 
the half plate camera. Sonnino carried the 
tripod, which weighed twenty pounds. 

“While descending below the third preci- 
pice almost immediately over the large sul- 
phur fumerole, the wind changed, and we 
were enveloped in dense sulphur fumes. A 
cloud of dangerous acid fumes came next. 
We had taken the precaution to tie cloths 
around our faces,, We stood motionless there 
for twenty minutes, breathing as little as 
possible and hoping for the fumes to pass. 


Reach Crater Floor. 

“ As they continued, we decided to descend 
farther and eventually reached the floor of 
the crater by passing over a steep slope be- 
tween the sulphurous fumerole and the main 
mouth of the crater, which was opened in 
July. 

“ There was no immediate danger there, so 
we took a motion picture of the new crater 
and the precipitous surrounding walls. Then 
I suggested making a descent of 200 feet 


through the tunnel to the mouth.”’
